gration fit Washington shows that 140,- 
830 immigrants arrived in the United 
Stues during the nine months, which 
ended March 31, 1895. The number 
which arrived in the corresponding 
nine months of the fiscal year 18',)! wan 
218,048, and for the same period in 18!)U, 
259,'IGO. Tho dull timss in tho United 
States rednced the number of immi- 
grants in two years about 113,000. 


Of the arrivals during tho last niac 


months 21,5()4 came from Ireland, 21,- 


' 100 from Germany, 19,160 from Kussin, 


16,123 from Italy, 10,116 from England, 
and the rest from 
other parts of 


Europe. Of thoss who were not per-, 
mitted to land, 1,071 were paupers, or 
likely to become such, 353 were con- 
tract laborers, and 1] were convicts, 
and of those lanJed 19,802 could not 
write nor read. 


Those who arrived in the last nine 


months are known to hare brought 
with them in money 12,395,846, though 
It is believed that the money accreted 
by the immigrants and undiscovered 
by the officials may have been several 
-times that amount. 


THE Government receipts for tho 


month of April amounted to $24,247,- 
X16, and the expenditures to $32,507,600, 
leaving o deficit of $8,704,854. Tho re- 
ceipts were not up to -the expenditures 
of the Treasury Department, and if the 
income tax is declared unconstitutional 
the deficit June 30th, the end of the

yours—for tho notion of tho crew being 
wrecked on some out of tho way island 
was eagerly adopted—and how rmmy a 
heart was brokou by tho intolerable 
suspense! At lust it was generally con- 
cluded that tho ship had collided with 
an iceberg and foundered. And now 
coraes this terrible story, which, it is 
fortunate, was not conceived of whon 
it would have had tho power to make 
those at homo more miserable. 


It is not to bo forgotten, however, 


tlint more than ono story has been re- 
cently written upon this subject—tho 
capture and scuttling of a passenger 
stuamor— and it seems more likely 
that they have suggested tho idea being 
adapted to tho loss of tho President than 
that a solitary pirate should have re- 
vealed such a long kept secret of the 


soag. —London News.
